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DETAILED ACTION 

Election of Species 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species I (Figures 1A, 1B and 1C) in the 
reply filed on 9/28/07 is acknowledged. The Applicant contends that claims 1 and 8 are 
readable thereon. Accordingly, claims 1 and 8 will be examined herein with claims 2-7 
and 9-49 being hereby withdrawn from further consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Modla (as cited by Applicant). 

In regard to claim 1, Modla discloses a shaving gel applicator comprised of a 
hollow housing 28, 20 adapted to be gripped by a human hand wherein the housing has 
a closed distal end and an open proximal end, a brush base 31 mounted in the open 
proximal end in "closing relation" to the open end, a brush 30 of predetermined 
geometrical configuration mounted on the brush base and heating means 40, 42 
positioned in "heat transfer relation" to the brush whereby heat generated by the heating 
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means is transferred to shave gel that is deposited on the brush such that the gel is 
heated at the moment of application. 

In regard to claim 8, the brush base 31 is centrally apertured, the brush 30 has 
an annular configuration and the heating means is disposed in the central aperture and 
radially inwardly of the brush such that heat from the heating means is conducted 
radially outwardly to the brush and to shave gel thereon. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Miller, Frazier, Shelton and White references are cited for 
disclosing other brushes having heating elements therein.
